@ spokesman for Italian fascism 
bluntly named the United States as 
one of the “comman enemies” of 
the axis. 

If war comes, suggested the Ital- 
ian press, Japan—third partner in 
the Berlin - Rome - Tokyo military 
alliance—will take the lead against 
the United States. 

Hitler’s declaration, made in a 
New Year’s Day proclamation to his 
nazi party, asserted that he spoke 
not in empty phrases but “in bloody 
earnestsness.” 

He said Germany would fight to 
the end—which he predicted would 
be victory—and would destroy ‘‘every 
power that feeds off these demo- 
cracies.” 

The fascist criticism of the United 
States was led by Roberto Farinacci, 
extremist editor of the Regime Fac- 
cista. 

He said: 

“The United States must be con- 
sidered the enemy of Germany and 
Italy and therefore the proletarian 
nations (the axis and the allies) 
but create a front to destroy their 
common enemy.” 

The sharp axis attack upon the 
United States coincided with grow- 
ing indications that in the Far East 
and elsewhere Germany was racing | 
against time to prepare new blows | 
against Britain before increased U. | 
S. aid can tip the scales of military 
superiority. 

Russia remained an_ uncertain 
factory in these preparations and 
today it was learned in Moscow 
that Japan, which had sought a 
permanent teaty to end the long- 
standing Russo-Japanese fisheries 
dispute. would have to get along for 
the time being with extension of the 
present temporary agreement which 
expires at midnight tonight. 

The Fuehrer’s New Year’s prom- 
ise and angry nazi comment de- 
nouncing President Roosevelt’s

Governor Olson Favors Civil 


Service Jobs; 


El Dorado County's Senator Tells Fear Of 
“Increased Taxes And Political Pressure’

SACRAMENTO, (lP) — Frequent | 
criticism of the state relief adminis- 
tration may crystalize in 1941 with 
a change in command dictated by 
the 54th legislature. 

Without doubt, relief will be a 
dominant subject when the lawmak- 


ary 6th. The SRA has had a stormy 
existence during the first two years 
of the Olson administration, includ- 
ing four directors, frequent legis- 
lative investigation, turmoil in per- 
sonnel from the top down, and var- 
ied charges of extravagance, irreg- 
ularities and radicalism. 

Gov. Culbert Olson has said that 
the SRA should be put under civil | 
service “to end all this continual 
trouble.” The SRA is the only major 
state agency not under civil service. 

His opponents charged this would 
“planket” into permanent jobs the 
present employees, many Olson-ap- 
pointed. 

Many legislators favor decentral- 
izing the SRA and returning relief 
to the counties, under state super- 
vision. 

Los Angeles county holds the bal- 
ance of power on any proposal of 
returning relief to the counties, in- 
cluding as it does nearly half the 
state’s population, a large bloc of 
relief recipients, and more than one 
third the membership of the state 
assembly. Even so, a United Press 


survey showed overwhelming senti- 
ment for returning relief to the | 
counties, with the state joining in) 
control. 

Jerrold Seawell, president ee. 
tem of the senate from Roseville, 
advocated county adminsitration— 
“with the cost distributed fairly be- 


tween counties and the state.” Sen. 


| Frank Mixter, Tulare county, agreed 


that county control was best, “with 
state supervision to insure uniform 
methods in all counties.” 

H. E. Dillinger, new democratic 
senator from Placerville, saw dang- 
ers of increased local taxes and po- 
litical pressure on local officials with 
return of relief to the counties. He 
said “some counties have been near- 
ly bankrupted by a heavy influx of 
unemployed . . . and few counties 
are able to finance adequate work 
projects upon which to use the un- 
employed.” 

Bardiner Johnson, Berkeley Re- 
publican assemblyman, keynoted the 
opinion of many legislators that the 
“relief should be administered by an 
integrated system through county 
agencies with strong state super- 


| vision.” Seth Millington, anti-Olson 


Democrat from Gridley, urged coun- 
ty control, financed by the state, and 


‘administered under strict rules. 


“County control is the answer if 
the state keeps on messing up 
things,” 
J. E. Thorpe, of Lockeford. 

“Proper safeguarding legislation 
would make county control effect- 
ive,” said Assemblyman Clyde Wat- 
son, Orange. 

In 1939, the legislature wrestled 
over relief for months, finally slash- 
ing the Olson requests and adding 
rigid restrictions to hold down costs. 
Three of the five special sessions 
of 1940 where concerned primarily

| The paramount need, felt in Con- | 
| gress and reported here by Mr. En- 
glebright, is for a single executive 
head based upon American indus- 
trialisn. and with authority to take 
the bold steps—not necessarily for 
spectacular speed—but for immedi- 
ate and steady production. Conflict- | 
ing authorities, dribbling down from 
the White House, together with the 
|lack of complete cooperation of in- 
dustry and labor, is held respon- 
sible for the fact that the prepar- 
edness program is now 30 per cent 
|\behing schedule and with scant 
prospect of immediate improvement. 
Just what Congress can of its 
own initiative do in the matter is 
the foremost subject for informal 
| disgussion, since, under the consti- 
tutign, the President is the execu- 
itive authority in all matters per- 
taining to governmental affairs and 
also commander and chief of the 
army and navy.

authority. An advisory board, as the 
dispatches have told from day to 
day, has been set up, but of ad- 
visors there has been no lack. The 
Jrub seems to be that no one is un- 
der obligation to take their advice.

He predicted that peace would be 
negotiated in the end, and said that 
“until that day the world suffers.”

“I firmly believe,” he said, “that 
the German people want peace just 
| as any other people prefer peace to 
war—and the offer of a just, reas- 
onable and generous peace will 
| more quickly and efefctively crum- 
ble Hitlerism and break the morale 
(of the German people than all the 
‘bombers that could be dispatched 

| over Berlin.” 

He recalled that in March, 1918, 
the Rt. Hon. Sir Gilbert Parker took 
icredit, in a magazine article, for 
| having organized a propaganda 
‘machine in the United States which 
i invaded all fields of endeavor—the 
| army and navy, universities, sci- 
ences, movies and many « other fields. 

‘Do Sir Gilbert’s words in any 
way explain the war-mongering 
telegram to the president urging 
greater aid to Great Britain?” he 
asked, apparently referring to the 
telegram made public by the White 
House last week in which 170 prom- 
inent Americans urged Mr. Roose- 
velt to extend his short-of-war aid 
policy even further.

TOTAL OF 204,000 IN 
STATE IN DECEMBER 


SAN FRANCISCO, (RNS)—Due | 


in large measure to increased Army 
and Navy demands for fresh beef 


and added consumption by civilian 
workers employed on national de- 
fense projects, cattle feeding opera- 
tions in California are at a record 
peak, the California Cooperative 
Crop reporting Service revealed to- 
day. 

The number of cattle on feed 
throughout the state reached a total 
of 204,000 during December, com- 
pared with 181,000 in the same per- 


iod of 1939, and 126,000 in December 
of 1938. 


A 25 per cent increase in feeding 
operations was reported in the Sac- 
ramento Vailey and San Francisco 
Bay area, while the San Joaquin 
Valley reported a 40 per cent gain 
over last year’s December totals. 


Large supplies of hay, concen- 
trates and pasture feeds, combin- 
ed with steady prices for fat cat- 
tle, have encouraged the industry 
to expand feeding operations, the 
Crop Reporting Service stated.
